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Prosecutions for Disregard of Life. 


The following article from the Kansas City Star applies as 


strongly to Oakland as it does in Missouri, and contains several 
pertinent suggestions as to what constitutes-culpability in so-called 
accidents on street railroads: 


"Three important prosecutions recently begun in Kansas City 


or in its immediate territory involve dissimilar facts, but 
the 


variant circumstances exemplify an identical menace—a proneness 
to take unlawful risks endangering human life. 


"In Kansas City the motorman whose car killed a child is to 


be tried for manslaughter, and the chauffeur 
whose automobile 


caused the death of two persons is charged with homicide. At the 
same time prosecutions are pending in Kansas against a number of 
railway companies which have not complied with 
the 
require 


ments of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for 
safety 
ap- 


pliances. 


"There is a prevalent sentiment which holds that a motorman 


or an automobile driver who is directly or indirectly responsible 
for the death of a person suffers enough in the remorse or regret 
which he feels. Undoubtedly the author of such an accident does 
suffer and he is doubtless innocent of intent to kill. But the presi- 
dent and directors of a railway who neglect precautions for safety 
are just as certainly regretful of the deaths occurring 
on their 


roads and have no design to 
commit homicide. So, factories 


where the employment is dangerous have been required to install 
devices to lessen the hazard, though the manufacturers would not 
willingly kill their workmen. 


"It is not enough that there shall be no intent to kill. There 


should be an intent not to kill. And it is the experience of years 
that unless the laws require care not to injure others, and unless 
the disregard of the law is punished, men will take unlawful risks 
—employers will not install safety appliances and employes will 
discard reasonable prudence. 


"Nowhere 
else in 
the 
civilized 
world 
has 
the under- 


valuation of human life been so flagrant as in the United States 
The shifting of responsibility is much to blame. The willingness 
to take chances is another factor. It is an increasing obligation on 
the part of society to overcome that disregard of life whether it 
is the result of inconsiderate greed or of uncalculating negligence. 
And this consideration supports and even compels the differing 
prosecutions which simultaneously engage public attention." 


Campaign Managers at Seat. 


The election forecasts sent out by the New York x political 


managers vary so tremendously as to convey the inference that 
both sides are bluffing. 
Both sides express equal 
confidence 
of 


winning by from 150,000 to 250,000 majority. 
If these widely di- 


verse estimates are based on honest opinions then the campaign 
managers are at sea as to the actual trend of popular sentiment. 
It is not only conceivable but extremely likely that the majority 
one side or the other will be large, for an election contest along 
the lines of the New York campaign is bound to set the popular 
tide strongly in one direction. The betting is four to one in favor 
of Hughes, yet Hearst and his managers express the utmost con- 
fidence of carrying the State by 200,000. We shall soon know how 
the issue has gone, but with the feturns will probably come the 
conviction that it is foolish to place any dependence in preposterous 
ante-election estimates made by interested party managers. 


The election being over, even the politicians can turn their 


attention to doing something for Oakland.

During the 
past few days it has become quite evident that the whole business 
was worked up for political effect. Langdon appointed Heney and 
raised a howl to put life into a gubernatorial boom that \sas dying 
of inanition. 


Some of the places used for polling booths in Oakland were 


entirely too small. The one on Webster street, near the junction 
with Broadway, was so small that the ordinary secrecy of the bal- 
lot could hardly be maintained. There was only room for three 
marking booths instead of the unusual number of five, and the table 
and members of the election board so filled up the place that 
there was scarce room to turn around. This sort of thing ought 
to be avoided in future. 


The indications are that the present Republican majority in 


the lower House of Congress will be considerable cut clown as a 
result of today's election. Appearances indicate a loss of several 
seats in Pennsylvania, two or three in Ohio, three or four in Illi- 
nois, two or three in Iowa, at least one each in West Virginia and 
Massachusetts while there is little promise of compensating gains. 
However, the Republican majority of 114 is phenomenal, being clue 
to the Roosevelt tidal wave, and can be cut down thirty or forty 
•without its \\orking efficiency being impaired. 


It is to be hoped that every citizen voted today as his con- 


science and judgment .dictated. So long as the great majority of 
men permit themselves to be guided by reason and patriotism the 
safety of our country and the perpetuity of free institutions are 
assured. 
It is true that the people sometimes make mistakes, but 


in the long run their honest judgment is infallible. 
The saving 


grace of popular government is embodied 
in 
Lincoln's maxim, 


"You 
can fool all the people sometimes and a part of the people 


all the time, but you can't fool all the people all the time." 
There 


are demagogues who play upon ignorance and prejudice often to 
serve venal ends, but the antidote for the evil they work is educa- 
tion and tAie development of the reasoning power. It is gratifying 
to reflect that as illiteracy disappears there is less heat and rancor 
in political campaigns, less vituperation 
and 
denunciation, 
and 


more tcmpeiatc intelligent discussion.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6—Tho case against 


the Hotel Waldorf-Astoria, in which it 
was charged tha-t the proprietors or lessees 
of the hotel had in their possession 171 
English, pheasants, was decided against 
the hotel yesterday in the Supreme Court. 


The penalty for having pheasants is 


$23 for each bird. 
A penalty is iiTdo 


prescribed for serving birds, but it was 
shown that in this case the seizure of 
the pheasants was made before they were 
served, and the penalty of SCO for this 
offense was, thererore. not inflicted. 
The defense was set up that the law 
is unconstitutional, as ft discriminated 
against portions nf the State by declaring 
that there should be no close season 
for English pheasants, and that th^y 
should not be killed, except In Suffoll: 
county, before the year 1910. 
Justice Greenbaum Mistalned the law 
and. directed that the defendant pay the 
full amount of the penalties prescribed. 
Even If the law be unconstitutional 
in certain respects, the court held it may 
l»e otherwise constitutional, and the leg- 
islature had tlie right to enact a law 
ot" the character In question.

Big Ship to Make Fourth Attempt 


for Required Standardiza- 


tion. 


VALOLEJO, Nov. 6.—Word has been re- 
ceived at the ilare Island navy >ard 
that the 
Union Iron Works will have 
the 
California ready for a fourth trial 
trip tomorrow, on which day the officers 
of 
the board will go down from Mare 
Island. Since the last attempt of the big 
ship to make the required standardiza- 
tion trial, on which occasion she broke 
down after only a three-minute run, 
the officers, 
who were from the Brem- 
erton navy yard to attend, 
have been 
ordered to rejoin their ship, 
the Bos- 


ton, 
at that station. The orders for the 
Boston to join the Chicago and other 
ships 
of the 
Pacific squadron In San 
Francisco harbor at once, however, will 
bring them here In time for the trial 
of Tuesday. 
The repeated failures of the Boston to 
come 
up to requirements of her con- 
tract have detained the 
ships of the 
squadron here for much longer than was 
expected when they were ordered up 
from Santa Barbara. 
The fleet 
shotild 
have proceeded to Magdalena Bay 
for 
target practice some weeks ago, but will 
be forced 
to remain in San Francisco 
harbor until such time as the Califor- 
nia's 
trial trip is completed. 
If 
the 
tests of Tuesday prove satisfactory the 
Chicago, Princeton. Boston and the tor- 
pedo destroyers Paul Tones and '-Preble 
will leave during the week for the south. 
They will be accompanied by the col- 
lier Saturn, which carries all the tar- 
get gear and which

Island. 
The squadron is 
to be joined j 
by the gunboat Yorktown, 
which was | 
placed 
in commission 
at Mare Island j 
several weeks ago, taking the place of 
the Marblehead, and which is still at the 
navy yard, where the final preparations 
for her cruise are being made. 


The board of naval officers which has 
been conducting the trial of the Califor- 
nia has been ordered to conduct the trial 
of the South Dakota as well. 
This 
vessel will be ready for trial within the 
next two weeks, at which time the ships 
of the Pacific squadron will also com- 
pete.
